10. To see if the Town will raise and appropriate the sum of $50.00 
for brush removal on back roads, of which $25.00 will be reimbursed by 
the State. 


11. To see if the Town will raise and appropriate the sum of $50.00 
for the control of White Pine Blister Rust Program.

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REPORT OF NORTH CHESHIRE COUNTY HOME HEALTH SERVICE 


This visiting nurse program has been organized for three years and has 
made the services of a registered professional nurse available to the Towns 
of Gilsum, Marlow, Stoddard, Sullivan and Surry. 


Mrs. Edith Hasbrouck, R.N. has provided home nursing care ordered 
by a physician, guidance in general health practices, visits to mothers of 
new-born babies, and help with the use of community resources. There is 
also available a qualified physical therapist. 


At present a Child Health Conference is scheduled one morning each 
month with Dr. Gilbert Fuld, Pediatrician from Keene Clinic, as attending 
physician. Appointments are made by Mrs. Hasbrouck for parents to bring 
their pre-school children for immunizations, vision, hearing and dental 
screening, and health education. So far every appointment has been kept 
which have meant some busy mornings. Volunteers are needed for various 
kinds of assistance at these Conferences. 


Nursing care visits have increased from 307 in 1970 to 327 in 1971, 
divided among the towns as follows: 


Gilsum 101 
Marlow 85 
Stoddard 65 
Sullivan 28 
Surry _48 
TOTAL 327 


Residents of these towns are beginning to become more acquainted with 
the service, as nursing care visits have increased in recent months. We are 
certified to serve Medicare patients, and have set a nominal fee for others, 
while no one is refused care because of inability to pay. 


Presently a county-wide group is meeting to look into the possibility of 
co-ordinating agencies to provide better service and coverage, and an attempt 
to serve those towns that do not now have any service available. 


We have been conducting our third annual membership drive, which 
helps in part to meet our budget. A grant of Federal and State Funds has 
helped us get started and will keep the service in operation until June 30, 1972. 
After that date, there is no money available except membership fees and what 
the towns appropriate at the Town Meetings. Our total annual budget is about 
$5000.00. We are asking each town to contribute at the rate of $1.35 bee 
capita in order to keep this service available. 


The office is in the Gilsum Fire Station, with the nurse available from 
9 a.m. to noon, Monday through Friday. The telephone number is 357-0969, 
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and calls should be made between 9 and 10 a.m.

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REPORT OF MONADNOCK FAMILY AND MENTAL HEALTH SERVICE 


During the 12 month period from October 1, 1970 through September 
30, 1971, four families were referred to Monadnock Family and Mental 
Health Service from Marlow. 


Services provided involved seven adults and included marital counsel- 
ling, individual treatment, group therapy and psychological evaluation. More 
than 73 direct treatment hours were provided by professional staff, exclusive 
of consultation services and services of a general community nature. 


Estimated cost of services provided to Marlow residents exceeds 
$1,460.00. An allocation of $117.00 was voted at Marlow's annual town 
meeting, 1971. 


This amount together with the Community Mental Health grant from the 
State of New Hampshire, provided the total increase necessary for the pro- 
vision of services to Marlow residents. 


City and town governmental aid, along with voluntary contributions, 
State aid, and fees based on ability to pay, provide the support for the 
$125, 000.00 budget necessary to make these services available. 


In 1972, the Agency received $60,000.00 as a State grant for Mental 
Health services. This was made possible through the provision of local 
matching funds in the form of city and town allocations and voluntary cont- 
ributions. Continuing local contributions as a matching requirement are a 
prerequisite for increased State aid for our services.

REPORT OF 
SUPERINTENDENT OF SCHOOLS 


To the Citizens of Marlow: 


The past year has been another very active year in the progress of 
education in the Marlow School District. As the school board and study 
committees have been busy trying to establish proper long-range direction 
for their school programs, several options that were open just a year ago are 
no longer open. Other alternatives will have to be found. As we look at 
some of the basic requirements that seem to be expressed by the school 
district, it seems to be much more difficult as time goes by to accommodate 
all of these basic requirements. Some of those may have to be compromised. 
Iam referring to such considerations as providing good education for our 
students within the local community; also having a part in the democratic 
control of the educational process of students that may be tuitioned out 
through some co-operative effort. This also includes the control of the 
cost of such education. 


Because of the uncertainties of the present situation, I have advised 
the local school board to move more cautiously toward some long-range 
commitment. Provide themselves with a little more time for further studies. 
In the meantime, it does appear that some of the children will have to be, 
and should be, educated locally. If this is to be the case, then every effort 
should be made to educate them to the best of our ability. Your proposed 
budget reflects this attitude. 


As we search for proper and lasting solutions to the problems that 
face us, we will make every effort to keep everyone informed. At the same 
time, we hope the members of the Marlow School District will make their 
views known to the members of the school board that represent them in these 
important decisions. 


The school is operating very well this year and for this, I would like 
to thank the teaching staff at Marlow who do the everyday good job to provide 
the educational opportunity for the children of this community. I would 
especially like to thank Mr. John Menton, the Assistant Superintendent of 
Schools, for taking a very special interest in the educational progress in 
Marlow. He has put in many extra hours to become informed and provide 
positive direction to the school. 


We would like to make every citizen in the town of Marlow aware of the 
extra time and effort expended by both the Marlow School Board and the 
special Study Committees. I would like to express my appreciation for the 
educational leadership that has been presented by these people for the past 
year.

As seen above, there was a significant increase in pupil enrollment 
between the close of the 1970-71 school year and the beginning of the 1971- 
72 school year. It seems reasonable to assume at this point in time, with 
a projection of eighty-two students for the 1972-73 school year, to expect 
continued growth in pupil enrollment. 


Administration - Organization - Curriculm 


A number of innovations and events, both planned and unanticipated, 
occured during the 1971-72 school year. Significant among these are the 
following: 

1. Mrs. Edward Gill continued to serve as head teacher and teacher 
of grades 1-3. Mr. William Hollis continued as teacher of grades 4-6. 


2. The Board accepted the resignation of Mrs. Paul Collins, Title I 
teacher-tutor, and as a replacement engaged Mrs. Loren Livengood. 


3. Mrs. Don Porter was employed as a teacher aide at the start of 
the school year to replace Mrs. Hubert Hartwell who had resigned. 


4, Before the start of the school year, a new reading series was 
adopted for grades 1-6. 


5. In early January, grades 2 and 3 were re-located in the basement 
of Jones Hall due to the increased enrollment in grade 1. Mrs. Faulkner 
was employed as an additional teacher under the Emergency Employment 
Act of 1971 to teach grades 2 and 3. 
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6. Miss Nancy Abrams was employed by Supervisory Union #60 to 
direct a Title III Project - ''Early Childhood Guidance."' The initial enrol- 
lment for this project included five families in Marlow. 


7. Arrangements were made with the Trustees of the Library for the 
Marlow Elementary School students to visit the library on a scheduled basis. 


8. Arrangements have also been made for the installation of a hot 
water heater in the Marlow Elementary School. 


Comments and Conclusions 


This has been an extremely busy year for everyone who has had any 
designated or implied responsibility for the local school system. In addition 
to their regular instructional duties, the staff has made a remarkable effort 
to assist in the transition from one administrator to another. 


The Board, the administration, and citizens on various committees 
have spent considerable time and effort on future school needs, both immed- 
iate and long-range. Considering the rate of increase in the costs of educ- 
ation, aside from transportation and tuition expenses to other school districts, 
and the consequences of becoming an isolated island in the area and state 
education complex, it may be safely concluded that the most significant 
development during the 1971-72 school year was that which brought the 
Board and the town to grips with the various studies regarding annexation or 
an A.R.E.A. plan. There is little doubt that something will have to be done 
in the future. However, it was the Board's decision to direct it immediate 
priorities toward improving educational opportunities right within its own 
school. 


Again we take this opportunity to express our appreciation for the 
cooperation and assistance so readily given by the entire staff and by the 
School Board to all of us in the office of Supervisory Union #60. Recognition 
is due to many individuals and groups for their services, so freely given during 
the year in the interest of the school. Special recognition is due to the 
members of the school board and to Mr. Stanley B. Tufts, Superintendent of 
Schools, for their untiring efforts in their respective assignments during my 
first year of service to the Marlow School District.

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REPORT OF THE SCHOOL NURSE FOR MARLOW 


During the school year 1970-71, thirty-four vision tests were done. 
Thirty-four students had hearing tests done and one referral was made. 
Thirty-four children were weighed and measured, and checked by the school 
nurse for noticeable health problems. 


Tuberculin Heaf testing was done on the adult school population, upon 
recommendation from the State level. 


Children to attend the Marlow School for grade one attended pre-reg- 
istration held in April. At this time.there is a review of health on the child 
to enter school, also vision and hearing screening done at this time, and 
necessary referrals made. The State Dental Hygienist attends our pre-reg- 
istration and meets directly with the parent and child. 


The State Dental Hygienist does direct dental health teaching in the 
classroom twice during the school year. 


Legislation passed a bill within the last year, indicating the following: 
"There shall be a complete medical examination by alicensed physician of 
each child prior to or upon first entry in the public sehool system and there- 
after as often as deemed necessary by the local school authority, provided 
no medical examination shall be required of a child whose parent or guardian 
objects thereto in writing on the ground such medical examination is contrary 
to his religious tenets and teachings."'

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Report of the Forest Fire Warden and District Chief 
LEST WE FORGET — IT CAN HAPPEN HERE 


Disastrous forest and brush fires that destroy hundreds of homes 
are more prevalent on the west coast with their dry seasons and strong 
dry hot winds but 25 years ago this fall is the anniversary of a disaster 
that devastated large areas of northern New England leaving villages 
in ashes with rows of cellar-holes and chimneys in a number of summer 
vacation home locations. Many lives were lost on that destructive day 
of October 23, 1947 nothing could stop the wind driven flames. 


lt is true that such conditions are unusual for New Hampshire but 
they happened once, they can happen again. The fuel for fires is all 
around us. All it takes is a firebrand. Only by cultivating a habit of 
carefulness with fire at all times can we meet the challenge of protec- 
tion when dry conditions prevail. Please let these reminders be your 
guide: 


1. Never, either when walking, riding or driving, discard a fire- 
brand — a lighted match or a glowing cigarette. 


2. Always obtain a permit for any outside burning. The burning 
of household rubbish is not permitted if your town has rubbish 
collection. Burning of grass or garden litter can be dangerous. 
See your warden first. 


3. If you camp or picnic, be sure open fires are allowed and if 
they are, put them DEAD OUT when leaving. 


4. MOST IMPORTANT — Instruct your children in the danger of 
the lighted match. A lighted match and dry grass or forest 
litter is a dangerous combination which leads to destructive 
loss and can lead to tragedy. 


The past year — 1971 — was a favorable year for the control of 
fires. There were too many fire starts in some towns. We thank those 
who remembered and ask others to heed Smokey’s message.

STATE — 463 fires — 160 acres 
DISTRICT — 41 fires — 12 acres 
TOWN —__ 3 fires — Less than 1 acre total
